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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The cancellation of claims 1-2, and the proposed amendments to claim 3 raise new issues that would require 
further consideration since the amendments to claim 3 would necessitate a new rejection under 35 USC 112, second paragraph since it is 
not clear how much of the marker is in the composition in comparison to the recited percentages by weight of the dietary fat, the protein and 
the carbohydrate. In addition, the proposed amendmenets to claim 3 would necessitate a change of the rejection of claims 3 and 1 1 from 
being anticipated by Mattson et al under 35 USC 102 to being obvious over Mattson et al under 35 USC 103 due to the particular limitations 
in claim 3 concerning the amounts of the dietary fat, protein and carbohydrate in the test composition. . 
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
